He writes:~“ Theodorns waa d moat ardent 
Christian, and knew the Scriptures better 
than the’ Pariahs and Mollugis, or even the 
Abmmm. Whatever he unddrtuok he on- 
deavoured to uphold: by-a qu tation from 
the Holy Writ. ‘The massacrelof ths native 
prisoners which took place twe days before 
the battle of Falah was'supported by copi- 
ous extracts, Before the exécution took 
place he called his chiefs together into the 
palace, and informed them that the Ferin. 
ghees-were coming, and possibl they might 
be besieged, and therefore it wi ‘incumbent 
upon him to provide forthe welfare of bis 
braye'suldiera,- There were sevdral prisonora 
iu Magdala, incorrigibly bad onts—who had 
mocked at ihim and-refused wike counsels ; 
would it uot be better to pu away those 
who ‘eat: the bread of idlenes: s cating the 
sustenance of t] ison, thereby destroy: 
iug’ what chance they lad of in! lititaining & 
siege for any length of time ?| The chiefs 
thus apostrophized-ayr-ed unan moualy that 
the Negashi siould do-what deemed good’ 
in his own eyes. _ His words whre wisdom.

OCUUNTESS OF DERWENTWATER, 
4 ‘lady who clsiins to. be a Countess in 
her own right, taking up her residence ina 
ruined castle, hanging the portraits of her 
ancestors on roofless walls, protecting her- 
self from the weathor by tarpaulin, being 
afterwards forcibly ejeciud, and ‘sitting for 
some days by.the roadside, with no better 
shelter: than ‘could be improvised by the 
kindness of on-lookers, are facts whieh one 
could hardly suppuss possible in a civilised 
age and country, lvast of any‘in our own. 
‘Yot_all these things have been happening 
in Cumberland, aud’ the loeal papers are 
enabled to publish some very exciting mat 
ter for the entertainment of their readers, 
There is something helplessly pathelic, aml 
yeu in some respects ludicrous, in the pro. 
ceedings “of the lady. calling: herself “the 
Countess of Derwentwater, which peculiar 
ly. affects ‘the imagiustion. The estates 
Derwentwater family have long been confis- 
Gated,. iu consequence of the last Ear) of 
Derwentwater having been concerned in the 
rebellion of the first Pretender, and are 
now in possession of the Lords of the ad- 
uiralty, by whom:they are administered as 
part of the Greenwich Hospital estates.

AND THE ENGLISH CABINET, 

: * (Saturday Review.) . 

“The Queen of Spiin,’ accompanied by 
Senor Marfori, has ‘this day arrived at 
Bayonne,” We hope this telegram ‘will fall 
under the eyes of M. Guisot, and that the 
labours of that eminent philosopher in the 
composition. of his -** Meditations on Chris. 
tiamty ” will be interrupted for. moment 
while he pauses to consider “the -result of 
his handiwork. -The things he Writes about 
are sublime, but amoug the thins hedid was 
that stroke of diplomacy which’ liaa ended 
in the wife of the Duke of Cadiz’ being an 
exile in. such ignoble. company, History 
searcely. rocorde any position more abject 
than that of the miserable being ‘who was 
thus promoted to sudden honour by M. 
Guizot, and who has fivured before Europe 
for s long: stretch of muluucholy years aa 
the King of Spain, He fs literally never 
mentioned in these telezrame of. the Re- 
volution,- No one who reads the Spanish 
news could possibly guegs: that the “Queen: 
haa a living husband, and a husband who 
habitually occupies. the - same house with 
cher. Ho hus been so long'a passive witness 
of what if other cotintriss won'd bs called 
his shame, and has so long contented . hit: 
self-with such feeble influence as he. could 
exercise by feeding thu flames of his wife's 
superstition with the fuel of his-own more 
degraded fanaticism, that no oie now cares 
to record where he is or what ho ia doing; 
Tt never striigk any one that if the Queen 
gould not go to Madrid, he, could; and 
that if any one ought to be ready to fight 
for a wife it-is a. husband, He is-not' of 
so nivoh account in ira Aga groom of the 
shantbers; and yet this is the man whom 
M, Guizot. forced the Queen: to marry 
when she was a mere child. The most 
terrible of the. ecousations against M. 
Guizot in the matter we believe to be 
wholly untrue, atrl to have been only a 
calumny ittvented by the malignity of those 
who were bitterly disappointed at the double 
marriage. Lord Palmerston did not object
